tion and review, which they did via unanimous vote. 

Regarding the acceptance of Rebecca Drive as a 
public way, Ms. Enroth- Whitlock noted DPW Superinten- 
dent Rob Zora had no objections to accepting the street as 
a public road. But there is a process which needs to be 
followed, she said, to petition the acceptance as a public 
way. 

"(Rob) indicated the other two roads in that 
development were approved ... and met town standards," 
Ms. Enroth- Whitlock said. "The ownership of lots has 
changed, so the current owners ... are petitioning to make 
it a public way." 

Ms. Enroth- Whitlock next discussed the prohibi- 
tion of vehicular traffic on public ways, specifically along 
Wells Road. "The board has the right to prohibit certain 
traffic on public ways if they feel it is in the best public 
interest to do that," Ms. Enroth- Whitlock said. "It has to 
go through the state DPW ... you just have to make a 
determination that it's in the public interest." 

"In the planning for what used to be the 
laundromat (near Christy's)," said Selectman Winters, 
"some comments were made as that road creates an 
awkward intersection ... it's one way from Route 6 to 
Spring Street. The thought was to make that a more 
pedestrian-friendly area by prohibiting vehicular traffic." 

The board next considered a water abatement 
request for 4 Jenney Lane. The board unanimously voted 
to accept the recommendation of DPW Superintendent 
Rob Zora in setting the lower rate for the water abatement 
request.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

February 4, 2002

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, February 4 at 
6:30 pm by Chairman Richard Cutler. Also present were 
Selectman Patricia Ryan, Selectman Naida Parker, Town 
Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first met in Executive Session at 6:30 
pm with Town Counsel Daniel Perry to discuss pending 
litigation matters. 

At 7:10 pm the board returned to Open Session 
with Police Chief William Przybylek to discuss the Police 
Department's Fiscal Year 2003 Budget. Chief Przybylek 
said he submitted an initial budget some time ago, but he 
has since met with the Finance Committee (FinCom) and 
Mr. Huntoon to address some issues raised by the Select- 
men and attempted to reduce some budget items. 

"The expense aspect of the budget ... has had 
some dramatic increases, mostly due to the (Police/ 
Communications) building," Chief Przybylek said. "Of 
that increase, (most) of it can be attributed mainly to 
utility and maintenance expenses."

conferences and academy training. "Since we have had 
some dramatic increases in the budget ... those are some 
areas which could be reduced," she suggested. 

"It should not (change overtime coverage) in the 
long run," Chief Przybylek said. "The addition of one 
person on a particular shift could remove two-thirds of 
what we spend on overtime." 

The Chief also requested to replace at least one 
marked vehicle on an annual basis. Despite the fiscal 
budget crunch, Chief Przybylek said he felt it was his 
responsibility to rotate police cruisers each year. "Last 
year, our (cruiser) purchase price was $27,400," he said. 

As for the status of the newly-opened Police 
Station, the Chief said they need only to have the closed- 
circuit television system put into operation. 

In other matters, Selectman Parker said she had 
an "ongoing concern" about truck traffic along High 
Street. "Eighteen-wheelers (are traveling in both) lanes," 
she said. "I'd like to see more police presence (on High 
Street). I'm concerned about the speed that the vehicles 
are traveling along that road. Even if they see a police car 
and slow down, we've achieved our goal." The Chief 
agreed to increase police presence along High Street. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon noted that the Town of Marion is holding their 
150th Anniversary Celebration on May 14 and they have 
invited the board to participate. He also advised the board 
that the grant from the Massachusetts Emergency Man- 
agement Agency (MEMA) for the stormwater mitigation 
project to purchase sump pumps for the Police Station has 
fallen through.

authorize the Selectmen to petition the State General 
Court to enact special legislation to pay LaFleur Electrical 
Company the sum of $26,314 for contractual work done 
on Memorial School (Article 10); amend the Personnel By- 
Laws to change the make-up of the Personnel Board

"Not only did we take a hit on the 
present Cherry Sheet budget, but we're going to take a hit 
on next year's (budget) as well," Selectman Ryan said. "I 
don't see anyone making any attempt to (cut) their 
budgets." 

The board also debated the merit of Article 13, 
which would change the make-up of the Personnel Board.

• Placed several letters on file from various town 
organizations requesting allocations from the Rodman 
Ride for Kids for future disbursement consideration. 

• Unanimously voted to send a letter of support 
to the state legislature urging the rollback of the state 
income tax to be used as direct revenue to the cities and 
towns in Massachusetts as per a plea from Framingham 
Town Manager George P. King Ir. Such a freeze would 
provide about $500 million in annual revenue to the 
Commonwealth, according to Mr. King. Rochester's share 
is estimated to be $360,754.

the money thing," Selectman Denham, to his credit, said. 

There were not concrete answers from Steve Kelleher 
and William Bancroft of the study committee. They had been 
more content to lash out at bike path abutter Ronald Machines 
and his comments at the last Selectmen/ Bike Path Committee 
meeting. At that time, Mr. Machines had labeled the committee 
as "deceptive and incompetent." So instead of addressing the 
money issues, which Mr. Kelleher said he needed some time to 
prepare at the last meeting, it became a defend the honor of the 
committee match. 

"Can we go to others and say it will cost this much to 
construct the path, this much for the land," Selectman Denham 
said. "I don't want to come back each year for this much more 
money." 

At question was the cost of the land taking, which 
would involve some of Mr. Machines' land as well as 19 other 
parcels. According to Mr. Kelleher, this involves 3.8 acres at an 
appraised value of $36,465. But there was no estimate of legal 
costs in fighting the land owners who will contest the taking in 
the courts. Mr. Machines indicated he will do so as have Jim and 
Barbara Hubbard. 

"Do we have the estimates on the land taking?" 
Selectman Denham asked. 

"We have the appraisals," Mr. Kelleher said. 

(Selectman) Denham said he needed estimates, adding: 
"How can we keep going, going, without going to voters to say 
here's what we need?" 

A wise comment, unanswered by the committee after 
five years of research. Another matter that surfaced was a need 
to go into Executive Session, suggested by Mr. Bancroft, for the 
negotiations with the YMCA across, or around whose land, the 
bike path must go.

LOAN DISCRIMINATION 



The Equal Credit Opportu- 
nity Act makes it illegal to 
deny a mortgage loan be- 
cause of the borrower's race, 
color, religion, national ori- 
gin, sex, marital status or in- 
come from public assistance. 
Other laws prohibit the de- 
nial of a mortgage because of 
the location of the property a 
practice commonly called 
"redlining." 

If you think you've been 
unfairly denied a loan, you 
can get advice on how to pro- 
ceed through the Consumer 
Affair Division of your state's 
attorney general's office. 

Often, a call to an execu- 
tive of the bank will quickly 



right a wrong. Explain that 
you feel you are being dis- 
criminated against and why. 
Tell the executive that you 
would like to give the lender 
an opportunity to review 
your application again be- 
fore you contact the appro- 
priate agency. 

If you feel uncomfortable 
making such a call, ask your 
lawyer or someone from 
your state's office of con- 
sumer affairs to place it for 
you. Such a call will usually 
get results faster than actu- 
ally filing a complaint.

DOGS AND PICKUP TRUCKS 

My dog loves to ride in the cargo area of our pickup truck. 
He is a big dog with a heavy coat. My question is how cold is 
too cold to let him travel in the hack? 
I fear that you may be worried about garter snakes in a 
rattle snake pit. Hundreds of dogs die annually from 
jumps from pickup truck cargo beds. Dogs see another 
dog and want to play they lean over the edge too far or 
are thrown out during an emergency avoidance ma- 
neuver or accident. Fractured legs are also common. 

If you must keep the dog in the cargo bed con- 
sider a cap. It will provide safety from jumping as well 
as windchill. 

The temperature that can be tolerated by any 
specific dog varies massively and depends to a large 
degree on acclimation. A dog that is kept outdoors in a 
dog house will be able to stand much colder conditions 
for longer than a housepet.

Center School Registration 

Registration for all children entering Kindergar- 
ten and new children entering Grade 1 in September of 
2002 will take place at Center School in Mattapoisett on 
Thursday, February 7 from 3:30 to 6:30 pm and on Friday, 
February 8 from 9:30 to 11:00 am in the cafeteria of Center 
School. Registration is for parents only. 

Any child born in the year 1997 is eligible for 
enrollment in Kindergarten. Any child born in the year 
1996 is eligible for enrollment in Grade 1. The age require- 
ment for Kindergarten entrance, set by School Committee 
policy, is that each child must be five years old by Decem- 
ber 31 of the year in which the child is enrolled in the 
school. Parents should bring a birth certificate or a 
notarized memorandum of birth with them on registra- 
tion day. A doctor's memorandum showing the following 
immunizations and a lead screening blood test is required 
by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health for 
school entrance: 

• DPT - five doses unless the fourth dose is given after the 
fourth birthday; 

• Oral Sabin Polio Vaccine - four doses unless the third 
dose is given after the fourth birthday; 

• Measles, Mumps, Rubella (MMR) - first dose given on 
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or after the first birthday; and a second dose must be 
given prior to entering Kindergarten; 

• Hepatitis B - a series of three doses; 

• Hib - a series of three doses; 

• Varicella Vaccine - one dose, or physician-certified 
reliable history of chicken pox disease; and 

• Lead Screening. 

If the required immunizations or blood work for 
lead screening are incomplete for medical and / or reli- 
gious reasons, a statement from a doctor or church official 
stating the reasons for the exemption should be presented 
at the time of registration. A physical examination is 
required for entrance to school and must be completed by 
December 31, 2002. 

In addition, the school requests that if you have 
an outstanding court order or decree regarding the legal 
custody of your child, you must furnish a copy to the 
school at registration time. This is necessary in order to 
assist them in the release of educational records and 
information, as well as the dismissal of children to the 
appropriate parent/ adult. 

Information about Kindergarten screening, which 
will be held during the school day of the first two weeks 
of October, and an Orientation Meeting for Kindergarten 
parents on May 15, will be available at registration. A 
separate vision and hearing screening will be held for all 
enteringKindergarteners on Monday, March 4, 2002 from 
8:30 to 11:30 am and from 12:30 to 3:00 pm. A sign-up 
sheet will be available at registration. 

If you have a child who was born in 1997 and is 
eligible to enter Kindergarten in September 2002 but will 
not be entering Kindergarten and /or be attending a 
private school, please call the Center School office at 508- 
758-2521 to notify them of your decision not to enter your 
child in Center School in September 2002. This will enable 
them to keep an accurate count of the number of students 
who will be entering school in September. If you know of 
a child who is eligible to enter Kindergarten in September 
and they did not receive information about registration in 
the mail, please have them contact Center School so that a 
registration packet can be forwarded to them.

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Mind Over

A Beautiful Mind. Starring Russell Crowe, Ed Harris, and 
Jennifer Connelly. Directed by Ron Howard. Running time: 
134 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

A belated look at A Beautiful Mind, which seems bound for 
Oscar glory. Of the mediocre films that probably will be nominated, 
this is probably the most deserving. I'm mixed in my feelings 
about it — inspirational tales about mental illness are a thorn in 
my side — but I can't deny how solidly it's crafted, how well- 
acted, and, wonder of wonders, how intelligently written and 
directed. I'd not expected much from director Ron Howard, on 
whom I'd long ago given up (the last from him was his awful 
Grinch redux), or from scripter Akiva Goldsman, who perpetrated 
the last two Batman movies as well as Lost in Space. But here, and 
perhaps here only, they've made something that feels as though 
it matters. 

Russell Crowe, of course, is the movie's ringer. It might 
actually be harder to be a credible gladiator than a believably 
agitated mathematician, but Crowe, as the famously distressed 
real-life Nobel laureate Dr. John Nash, creates volumes out of 
minuscule tics and mannerisms. Nash is more comfortable with 
numbers than with people; Crowe, who has never seemed the 
most gregarious of actors — he's a brooder, simmering in his own 
discontent — finds the pathos in Nash's alienation. When he 
speaks to his peers, which isn't often, Nash usually takes the 
opportunity to point out how much more advanced he is than 
anyone else. He's not the most likable hero to occupy the center of 
a major Hollywood drama. Yet Crowe gets us on Nash's side by 
physicalizing Nash's intellectual egotism; he puts his body into 
each self-aggrandizing statement, making both ego and geekiness 
attractive. 

Nash is a spiritual brother to the beleaguered hero of Darren 
Aronofsky's debut Jt (Pi), another egghead driven around the 
bend by the mysticism of pattern. While his colleagues (including 
the always-entertaining Adam Goldberg and the raffish Paul 
Bettany from last year's A Knight's Tale) and his wife Alicia 
(Jennifer Connelly) look on helplessly, Nash develops ever more 
obsessive and destructive behaviors centered on top-secret work 
he's doing for the government (Ed Harris, who could frighten a 




brick, is Nash's main liaison, who slinks in and out of the movie, 
bringing shadows with him). Soon enough, Nash cracks, and the 
remainder of the movie steps in gently to treat his delusions. He 
has many relapses into madness, but eventually learns to live 
with his phantasms, and (as in real life) enjoys a late-life rally from 
both his peers and the Nobel committee. 

That the movie sometimes seems to whisper that all a madman 
needs is the love of a good woman will not endear it to those who 
know better; nor will it endear it to non-fans of Jennifer Connelly, 
who remains — though tenderly directed by Howard — a 
luminous blank. You begin to feel that Nash gains the strength to 
fight his demons simply because his partner is so hot; the movie 
might be called A Beautiful Wife. In this and every movie, Connelly 
is presented as the embodiment of male desire, and no more; 
when Alicia presents Nash with a solution to an equation he's 
given to her class, we no more believe it than we would if she 
handed him an operetta she'd whipped up overnight. The only 
one allowed to have much of a mind — beautiful, ornery, cracked, 
or otherwise — is Nash. 

In the final half hour or so, the film slides into love-will- 
conquer-all cheeseville, yet it's still mounted with such tact and 
professionalism that, yes, I did choke up a little at Nash's Nobel 
acceptance speech, wherein he seems to share Sean Perm's 
philosophy in I Am Sam that love is all you need. If the movie had 
followed Sylvia Nasar's detailed biography more closely — we 
hear nothing of Nash's bisexuality, though here and there it's 
implied — it might've been a grittier story, instead of the well- 
mounted if ultimately sappy Hollywood production it is. Put it 
this way: given its basic mainstream parameters, A Beautiful Mind 
couldn't have been much better than it is (at times, quite good), 
but it could' ve been a lot worse.

Is it just me, or do the national media and count- 
less sports pundits have an innate bias against New 
England sports teams?

What really irked me while watching one of the 
most exciting games in Boston sports history was the

narrow-minded preference for the Rams. Doesn't the 
Fox television network have any qualms about such 
prejudiced coverage?

How can you remember that far back? 

I'm not adverse to sports enthusiasts throwing 
their own opinions into the mix, and I even enjoy 
hearing "experts" pick prospective winners through- 
out the season. But when it comes to a high profile 
and important match-up like the Super Bowl, 
shouldn't more balanced coverage be mandated ... 
even if only out of respect for the two teams? It's bad 
enough we've got the "legalized" gambling bookies 
in Las Vegas setting odds for the game — do these 
odds apply to states where gambling is illegal, I wonder — 
and giving the Pats a 14-point spread. But when 
you're stuck watching the sole contracted television 
source for the game and have to endure the pointless 
and biased banter of a dolt like John Madden, it's both 
offensive and demoralizing. 

It's probably appropriate that Madden's name is 
more closely associated these days with PlayStation 
and Nintendo video games than with high standards 
of journalistic excellence. He's become a cartoon 
parody of those loud-mouthed and pig-headed 
coaches and football fanatics. And, sadly, he won't 
have the more level-headed Pat Summerall at his side 
in the future to dilute his salty and one-sided slant. 
But maybe Fox will have the foresight to hire some- 
one who's less of an egomaniac and more of a sports- 
caster to provide fair and balanced commentary dur- 
ing NFL games. 

Now that would be a cold day in hell. 

Then, again, the New England Patriots just won 
the Super Bowl.
